Thele rwo Redfors pretend to be Miniſters 
of this Goſpel, and do yet compel Maintenance, and from ſuch who Contientiouſly retuſe 
to pay them, they have in a cruel manner endeavoured their Ruin, as in the preſent 
Inſtance of James Haviland, whoſe Houſhold-Goods, Linnen and Wearing Apparel they 
have ſeized to many times the value of the Tythe which they demanded ; yet not con- 
tent with that ; they. did ſeize and carry away two Bibles, which tho? they call ir the 
Only Rule of Faith and Manners, they did deprive the Man ot that, and expoſe the Rule it 
ſelf to be Sold to Feed their Bellies. 


But this their Doings as they are not agrecable to the Nature of the Goſpel, ſo neither 
dagrovabte wil. Duaacicc uf che Apultles and Drimiriye Chriſt; anc. wha did 
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Preach Freely rhe Goſpel of Feſus Chriſt, according to our Saviour's command to his 
Diſciples, Matth. 10. 8. Freely ye have recerved, freely give. © And the Apoſtle teftified-he 
did! keep himſelf from being burdenſome, by Labour, working with his Hands, 2. Cor. 1 I. 9. 
x Cor. 4.12. Tho? its not to be expefed that theſe Reftors will be. inclin*d to follow 
the Apoſtles Example, becauſe they cannor in truth ſay they became Miniſters in the ſame 
manner which he did, when he ſays, 1 was made a Miniſter according to the Gift of the 
Grace of God, given unto me by the effefFual working of hrs Power,Ephcſ. 3. 7. Tho? attcr thi- 
manner it is that the Miniſters of. Chr:ſt now do, and ever did receive their Miniſtry. 

Surely it behoveth the People to conlider how difagreeable theie two Reffors are in 
their Miniſtry and PraZtice to rhe true Miniſters of Chriſt, who never didas theſe do, Vio- 
lently rake away the Goods of thoſe they danort Preach ro. In this their Pra&ice they 
are condemned even by Auſtin the Monk, and thoic that came with him, according to the 
Teſtimony of Bede,the Church HiKRorian, who faith, lib.1. cap. 25. At ubi ſibi datdm, &c. 
<They entted, where Manſions were given them,and began to imitate the Apoſtolick Lite of 
& the Primitive Church,in continual Prayers, Watchings,and Faſtings, Preaching the Word 
<« of Life to'whom they could, rejeCting, as Strangers, the things of this World, receiving 
«from THosE whom they taught, thoſe things ONLY which were Neceſſary to ſit- 
« ſtain them 3 and in all things lived according to the DoGtrine they taught, ready ro 
« Suffer, or alſo ro Dyc, in teſtimony to the Truth which they Preached. 
| This was about the.Ycar 609, and rho' there were many great Corruptions cntred 
the Church at that time, yct in this particular of the Maintenance of Minitters, ſhe was 
ſo happy as Bed- ſays, as to imitate the Apoſtolick Life of the Primitive Church. 

It is not ro be doubted, but that the Primitive Chriſtians in the Apoltolick Times, di, 
when there was occaſion, very willingly adminiſter ro the necefliry of the Miniſtry : And 
it cannot fail that any Man who is calied ro be a Miniſter of 7eſus Chriſt, as Paul was, bur 
thoſe to whom he preacheth, will chearftully tupply his Wants. Bur not to urge this 
{ingle Inſtance only trom Bed-, it may be ſhewn they were ſo far frem making any pay 
to their Pricſts who did not hear ther, that thev would nor receive Alms from any who 
were not in their Communion : The Inſtance is this, there was a Synod celebrated in 
treland about the Years 450, or 456, by Patritins, Tijervin, Arxilins, and others, amo 
the Canons of which Synod, as given by Henry *peflman, the 12.8 13. arc, |

James Haviland of Corf-Caſtle, in the He of Purveck, and County ot 10rſet, was pro- 
ſecuted upon the Stature of Treble Lamages, by George Aing, ReEtor of the Pariſh of 
1 angton-Matravers; and alſo by Fames Parkins, Rector of Corſ Caſtle atorciiid, in a Suit of 
Tvthes, and rhe Jury finding for cach of them to the value of I orty Shillings, for which 
Judgment and Exccution is awarded cach of rhem Seventeen Pounds, © And on the third, 
tourth and fifth Davs of rhe ſecond Month, 1700. Waiter Frampton, Fobn Riges, Gervis 
Croſs, and Pricit Parkins's Servant Lawrence Simonds, took and carricd away from him 
the ſaid Zames Haviland, the particular Goods following, by cltimation amounting to 
the value atorctaid,
